Ouachifa Forest 
Fire Believed 
Under Control 


MENA, Ark. (AP)-An army 


of foresters, volunteers and srtl- 
diers and their three-day enemy 
—a 10,000-acre fire in the Oua- 
chita National Forest—were at 
a standoff today. 


Some 1,000 workers brought 


the fire under control early to- 
day, but weren't able to relax 
because of the smouldering "re- 
burn" the fire had begun. 


Don Hughes, public informa- 


tion officer for the U.S. Forest 
Service, said an estimated .05 
inch of rain fell over the fire 
area Thursday night and early 
today. The firefighters also were 
aided by slackened night winds 
Thursday. 


"I'm confident we can now 


contain it," Hughes said. "We 
got a little rain last night. But 
after the rain, the snags and 
logs were smouldering inside. 
The re-burn on the forest floor 
has started." 


The fire began in a 3,000-acre 


tract of the sprawling forest of 
nearly 1. million acres Wednes- 
day, doubled in size that night 
and spread to some 20 square 
miles Thursday. 


Fire men were severely ham- 


pered by continued "crowning" 
of the fire, which raced through 
the tinder-dry pine tree tops, 
sometimes at a speed of four 
miles an hour. 


Tank trucks, bulldozers and 


airplanes 
spraying 
retardant 


chemicals were used in efforts 
to control the blaze. 


Today, Hughes said, "Its still

The White House offered no 


immediate word on its outcome. 


The 10 a.m. (EST) session 


came on the heels of at least 
seven hours of close watch on 
the developing situation. 


Kennedy had been roused at 


3 a.m. with first reports and 
had received a full briefing at 
6 o'clock. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 


had been on the job since well 
before dawn, and high com- 
mand offices in the Pentagon 
were manned. 


Officials said it was still too 


early to evaluate the chances 
of success for the military up- 
rising against Diem, but at least 
some of the top South Vietna- 
mese military men were under- 
stood here to be involved. 


Initial reports here were un- 


derstood to indicate that at 
least in the early stages Ameri- 
cans in Saigon were not being 
made targets of any action. 


Pierre Salinger, White House 


press 
secretary, said 
those 


called to meet with Kennedy In- 
cluded Rusk; Secretary of' De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara;

Barriers on 
Milk to Be 
Reduced

The state Board of Health 


may relax stringent cow vacci- 
nation barriers so milk can be 
imported from other states to 
boost dwindling Arkansas-pro- 
duced supplies. 


Many pastures have dried up 


in the face of the state's five- 
month 
drought, necessitating 


supplementary feeding. 


Arkansas requires in • state 


herds be vaccinated once a year 
and does not favor import of 
milk from cows in states with 
less stringent regulations. 


Dr. E, J. Easley, assistant 


state health officer, said' the 
board would be asked to relax 
regulations. 


Easley said the board also will 


be advised of water shortages in' 
Clinton, Leslie, Marshall, Green 
Forest, Harrison, West Fork, 
Cave City, Charleston, Waldron, 
G r e e n w o o d , Bloomer, Hot 
Springs, H a r t f o rd, Lincoln; 
Mountain View, Altus and Hunts- 
ville. 
Arkansas has had 53 straight 


days without significant rain 
and the effects of the drought 
are beginning to be felt in many 
areas. There is no apparent re- 
lief in sight. 
The forecast called for clear 


to partly cloudy skies and warm- 
er temperatures today. The U.S. 
Weather Bureau at Little Rock 
said there was a chance of thun- 
dershowers in northwestern Ar- 
kansas, but no general rain is in 
sight.

state Wednesday. 


State Forester Fred Lang 


termed Tuesday a "pretty bad" 
day for forest fires. Wednesday 
was even worse. 
In addition to the Mena fire,

fires not extinguished Wednes- 
day was one covering 200 acres 
between Wickes (Polk County) 
and Gillham (Sevier County).

Rangers Are 
Geared to 
Fight Fire 


By JOHN R. STARR 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)—A for- 


est tower man spots smoke in 
the woods and gets a line of 
sight on it. 


He flashes word to another 


tower where another line of 
sight is taken. 


A forest ranger hurries to the 


spot where the two lines of sight 
converge. 


In this manner begins the 


battle against a forest fire—a 
battle that has kept the person- 
nel of the state Forestry Com- 
mission working seven d a y s a 
week for almost a month. 


The end to the fight is not in 


sight. Until the state gets a gen- 
eral rain, foresters will remain 
on an around-the-clock alert as 
they have been since mid-Sep- 
tember. 


During October, the state has 


lost 12,485 acres of timber in 
787 fires. 


The figures represent a disas- 


ter but it is a fair record when 
conditions are considered. 


State Forester Fred Lang 


warned late in September that 
the forest fire hazard had reach- 
ed a critical point. Day by day 
since then foresters have hoped 
for rain to end the threat. It has 
not come and the Weather Bu- 
reau does not see a general rain 
in the immediate future. 


The Forestry Commission has 


23 district foresters and 160 
rangers scattered around the 
state with 8 to 10 in each dis- 
trict. These few men could not 
possibly fight all the fires and 
their success in holding down 
loss during this critical period is 
partly due to work of about 
2,500 volunteers. 


"Many times our rangers get 


to the scene of a' fire and'report 
tomething like 'Mr. So-and-so 
and his boy have got a line 
around it,' " Lang said. 


Industries with an interest in 


preserving timber such as In- 
ternational Paper Co., Dierks 
Forests and the Georgia-Pacific 
Co. have volunteered men and 
equipment and a r e working 
closely with the Forestry Com- 
mission. 


After a fire is located, proced- 


ure depends on its scope. 


Sometimes the ranger is able 


to put it out by himself, but it 
it has spread, he sends out a 
call for a plow. 


The commission has three to 


five plows in each 
district. 


These are small tractors which 
pull a special fire-fighting plow 
made up of two discs and a 
plow point. This cuts a path 
about four feet wide, turning 
under all combustible matter. 


This path is cut ahead of the 


fire, and from it firefighters 
fight back toward the fire. 


The commission maintains 102 


towers in forested areas. These 
are situated 12 to 14 miles apart 
and they are linked either by 
telephone o r by two-way radio 
to the various district headquar- 
ters. 


The industries with fjrefight- 


ing equipment also are linked 
on the radio system. 


Lang said advance organiza- 


tion — getting the industries' 
promise of cooperation and lin- 
ing up a program for the com- 
mission's personnel—has helped 
hold damage down. He also 
credited statements by Gov. Or- 
val E. Faubus urging caution 
with fires with helping control 
the damage. 


Faubus ordered Highway De- 


partment and Game and' Fish 
Commission personnel to help 
fight forest fires and men from 
these agencies have been used 
extensively in east Arkansas 
where the Forestry Commission 
does not maintain a regular 
fighting force. East Arkansas is 
mostly cultivated land and the 
Forestry 
Commission concen- 


trates its work on timber land 
in south, west and north Arkan- 
sas.

Kennedy told a news confer- 


ence Thursday that he "would 
not make arty bets at all upon 
Soviet intentions" despite Pre- 
mier Khrushchev's statement 
that his country would not race 
to the moon but, rather, would 
profit from American experi- 
ence i nthat field. 


"I think that our experience 


has been that we want for deeds 
unless we have a system of 
verification, and we have no 
idea whether the Soviet Union 
is going to make a race for the 
moon or whether it is going to 
attempt an even greater pro- 
gram," the President said. 


"I think we ought to stay with 


our program. I think that is the 
best answer to Mr. Khrush- 
chev."
